spector H. Laker and-Fircmaster Lane; were. 
despatched in strong force-to the scene of the 
outbreak in the Government firefloat,

they discovered that.the fire was raying in the’ 
very centre of the village—a densely populated’

But what with able direction the ‘part of 
those io charge: and the strenuous endeavours 
of the firemen, the flamés were so well checked 
that the arca of the outbreak was confiodd to. 
the houses already hopelessly involved, : 
Io extinguishing the flames, the firemen had 
to undergo not only. severe labour but in 
many. cases. individual danger -through the 
falting gables, beams .and. debris from the 
burning buildings. The houses consumed 
were mostly of the “ shop-house" type, con 
ing of shops below and dwellings-above: me 
of two storeys and some of threo storeys io 
height. In all about s8 houses were destroyed.’ 
No humanlives were lost, but dnimal lifo suffer- 
ed to the extent of several hundreds of pigs as 
well ag numerous brdods of poultry,» 
The firemen behaved with such gallantry in 
cé of the fierce flame aod dangerous collapses 
f buildings that too much praise cannot be 
‘bestowed upon them aod where all acquitted 
themselves ‘with such distinction it would be:

No‘ resident in China whose experience ex- 
tends over the Jast seven or cight years can be 
altogether. ignorant of the deep and far-reach— 
ing nature, of the economic change which, 
gradually spreading over the empire ‘during 
that period, is still pursuing ts disturbing’ 
course. Where a Grst-hung acquaintance with 
business. conditions: bas not brought its evi- 
dence of this fact, the steady rise of the house- 
held bills, may serve to (ell the tale. To 
cmany residents the increased’ cost of living: 
jn the Far East bus meant the curtailment 
of many ‘of the luxuries once commonly 
agsucinted with life bere; and although con- 
solation may be’ derived from the’ con on. 
that ao advance in the direction of plain living” 
is ‘not without its beneficial effect on the health, 
even if it fal to lend to that state of high thiok- 
ing esteemed sa-desirable’ by our fathers, yet 
there are and. must always be in a community 
like this many who feel'acutely the changes to 
which our attention is daily called.
